The U. S. D. A. Pink Bollworm 


Inspector, A. L. Anderson, now 
stationed in Hope, advises that the 
shredder type stalk cutter properly 
uesed at tin's season will kill 60 per 
cent of the pink bollworms in col- 
Ion slalks. The shredder-cutter is 
one with the turning knife as used 
by several Hempslead County far- 
mers in cleaning pastures of weeds 
and small brush. This type cutter 
breaks up and jars the cotton stalk 
severely. In addition to killing 60 
per cent of tin,' worms, the shred- 
ed- cutter injuries fatally 
many 


worms by exposing them to win- 
ter decav.
